MAYOR COMES BACK 
AT LANDS MINISTER 


Declares Mr, Pattullo’s State- 
ment Regarding Housing 
‘Funds Is -Not Explanation, 
but Criticism, — 


“tne fact remain that we haven't 
got the money, and {t is the business 
of the ‘Provincial Government to> see 
that we get. it,’ remarked Mayor 
Porter yesterday, after reading Hon, 
T. D. Pattulio'’s statement regarding 
funds for the Federal Housing 
Scheme. The Minister of Lands, re- 
plying to the charge of Mayor Porter 
and Ald. George Sangster that the 
Government had not supplied the, 
funds required by the city for the 
housing programme, declared in a 
statement given out yesterday morn- 
ing that the Mayor and Council were 

“merely looking for: an excuse to 
cover up their own dilatory, procras- 
tinating and unbusinesslike methods.” 


Mr. Pattullo held that he did not 
have time to ascertain the facts of 
the case, but he pointed out that the 
Provincial Government took from the 
Dominion $750,000 in cash to meet 
requirements and that Victoria held 
back whtil finally forced to adopt 
the scheme, 


‘It was my‘opinion when the mat- 
ter first came up, and it.is my opin- 
ion now,:that the Mayor and Council 
did not wish to enter into the urder- 
taking. at’ all,” states Mr. Pattullo. 
“My impression was, and is, that the 
Mayor and Council wanted. to keep 
rénté'i.p Bigh as possible. This is not 
the ‘first o¢casion in réspect to the 
undertaking that the Mayor. and 
some mémbers of the Council have 
undertaken, to place some blame on 
the Department of Lands.” 

“It would have taken very WUttle 
troublé and timé for Mr. Pattullo to 
consult the officer who is. supérin- 
tendent ‘of the housing scheme, about 
‘his, ” declared the Mayor. ‘It is all 
very well for Mr. Pattullo to criticize 
the Council and try to lay the blame 
on us, but the fact remains that ‘tn 
our agreement We are to recognize 
only the Provincial Government, and 
we have been informed that the Pro- 
vinelal Government is not able to pay 
the funds that we require carry
